We do not know when or where he was born, but do know that he came 
to New Orleans in the late 1700's from the island of Santo Domingo. 
Earliest records in New Orleans show that he petitioned the court 
on April 29, 1786, (Doc. #1283, File #155) for “permit to sell a 
certain brigantine of his possessions and other partnership." 


He married Marie Magdalena Rabi (or Raby) and had at least three 
children; Juan Bautista (probably born in Santo Domingo); Margarite, 
born in New Orleans in 1787; and Valentin, born in New Orleans 
December 23, 1789.

VALENTIN DELMAS 


Valentin Delmas was born in New Orleans, December 23, 1789, the son of 
Juan Bautista Delmas and Maria Magdalena Rabi (Raby). He was baptised 
May 19, 1790, with Valentin Doble and Maria Teresa de Flandre as godparents. 
(This taken from the Baptismal Record from St. Louis Cathedral. Maria 
Teresa de Flandre was married to Josef Raby. She was probably Valentin's 

‘ aunt.) The parents evidently came to New Orleans from Santa Domingo. 
(1780-1785) 


Madame Delmas is listed in 1805 New Orleans city directory as living at 
12 Rue de Bourbon. She died October 24, 1805, and is buried in St. Louis 
#1 Cemetery. Her death certificate and tombstone list her as widow of 
Don Juan Bauptista Delmas. It lists her father as Don Pedro Raby and 
her mother as Dona Mariana Gratiecuse. : 
Baptismal records show Valentin had an older sister Margarite, born in 
New Orleans in 1787. ; 


“Valentin evidently had an older brother Juan Bautista born in Santa 

Domingo. A death certificate for Julia Eugenia Delmas (age 22 mos., 

died July 15, 1809) lists Juan Bautista Delmas and Luisa Sauvanel as ; 
parents and describes them as "habitantes" of Santa Domingo. (Maydelena a 
Raby was listed as a widow when she died in 1805. 


' New Orleans director for 1855 lists a J. B. Delmas as a shoemaker living 
at Terpisachore and Dryades. : ; : 


Valentin evidently came to the Pascagoula areashortly after his mother's 
death in 1805. He married Marie Josephine Krebs, daughter of Joseph Krebs. 
Their oldest child was born October 22, 1813, Emily Marie Delmas. They 
had nine children. John Baptiste, the oldest son, born in 1817 {or 1818) 
was evidently named for his father. , 


Shortly before the Indian outbreak along the Mississippi Gulf Coast, 
Valentine gathered lumber and other materials with which to build his 
house to be located on the east bank of the Pascagoula River, about one- 
half block south of what is now Delmas Avenue. 


Before he was able to start his house, the settlers of this area were forced 
to take refuge from the indians on Round Island, located just south of 
Pascagoula in Pascagoula Bay. Because of lack of materials needed to’ build 
a.barricade on the island, the lumber Valentine was going to build his house 
with was used for this purpose. Three years later when the indian uprising 
was over, he floated the lumber back to Pascagoula where he built his home 
on the spot mentioned earlier. The Delmas home is still standing to this 
day. 


The first school in what is now Pascagoula was built by Palentin Delmas in 
1320. He hired the first teacher, Frederick de St. Ferol, at’a salary of 


- 
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$600 per year. All children were welcomed without pay. Mr. St. Ferol 
was well qualified having received his education in France. He was a 
civil engineer and a former soldier in Napoleon's army. He laid out the 
greater part of Scranton, now downtown Pascagoula, with the aid of 
Valentin. yo 


Before his death Valentin served terms as Justice of the Peace in Jackson 
County. In 1821, he was Chairman of a committee to select a permanent ° 
seat of Justice and a location for the new court house. 


The date of Valentin's death is not known, but the census of 1860 lists 
Josephine Krebs Delmas as "head of the family." One report has him 
buried in Krebs Cemetery; another says he was lost at sea.

Jean Rhys (mainly from the World of Penguin) 


e creole identity and a drifting life: Jean Rhys was born in Dominica in 1890, the 
daughter of a Welsh doctor and a white Creole mother. She came to England when 
she was sixteen and then drifted into a series of jobs - chorus girl, mannequin, artist's 
model - after her father died. 

e Start to write in her thirties: She began to write when the first of her three 
marriages broke up. She was in her thirties by then, and living in Paris, where she was 
encouraged by Ford Madox Ford, who also discovered D. H. Lawrence. Ford wrote an 
enthusiastic introduction to her first book in 1927, a collection of stories called The 
Left Bank. This was followed by Quartet (originally Postures, 1928), After Leaving 
Mr Mackenzie (1930), Voyage in the Dark (1934) and Good Morning, Midnight 
(1939). None of these books was particularly successful, perhaps because they were 
decades ahead of their time in theme and tone, dealing as they did with women as 
underdogs, exploited and exploiting their sexuality. 

e Characters a self-reflection of Rhys? Her first four novels are said to portray 
the same woman (with different names and minor details) at different stages of life, all 
drifting, unhappy, unstable, but with clear self-knowledge and understanding of others. 

e With the outbreak of war and subsequent failure of Good Morning, Midnight, the 
books went out of print and Jean Rhys literally dropped completely from sight. It was 
generally thought that she was dead. Nearly twenty years later she was rediscovered,
